Yet this man, when a thousand dollar Fode-
ral office came within his resch, foand no dif-
fioulty in swallowing the very oath whioh the
law provides to keep just such persons onl of
Government employment, The obstacle
whioh was intended to be insuperable proved
imoperative at the point where ils sufliclency
might have been deemed mosl sare. An
elastic consoiencs disposed of soruples. Neither
the fesr of perjury nor the love of trath de-
toerred Mr. Pollard from swearing according
to the presoribed formula. The moral aspsct
of the question did mot trouble him a
moment. Its legal bearings—according to his
own apologetic explavation—were all he
paused to consider. Has not the term ‘“‘sup-
port' a distinot legal import! ke professes
to have asked hiwsell; and, of vourse, he
soon stumbled upon a satisiactory seply. An
obliging friend stood resdy to help him over,
“Why, Mr. Pollard,’’ it was suggested, ‘‘yon
are no more inospacitated from puablio office
than would be Ben. Wood, who wrote agaiust
the administration, or Vallandigham, who
made speaches against it.”! The precise re-
semblance between Pollard axd Wood or Pol-
lard and Vallandigham we are not required to
disouss. It is enoughthat Pollard, an avowed
Rebel, did not allow the osth to block his

ath to office, and now seems prapared to take
it as often as Bumythes shall be found willing
to give bim the chance.
he lesson tanght iz not a new one. Mach
swearing never Las permanently aided loyalty
or truth. It is a burden which the conscien-
tiousa are slow to assume, and which agsin
and agsin duprives the Government of the
services which it most needs. Good men will
nol exposs themsslves to donbt upon the gab-
ject. They will not descend to subterfage or
quibbling to adapt an oath to their wauts and
wishes. They interpret it literally, as it waa
meant to be interpreted, and are content to
remain in private life. On the other hand,
not even the iron.clad oath, nor any number
of oaths, frustrates the purposes of thoie
agaioat whom the public service most re-
quires protection. They regard the Govern-
went a8 an enemy at whose expense they in-
tend to live, and digest {est oaths as easily as
they digest their dinners. It always has bsen
g0 and always will be so. The whole ten-
dency of modern legislation in countries
where oaths were formerly relisd upon to
exolude partioular classes, ia to dispeuse wilth

them as a wrong to the worthy aud a baga- |

tells to the bad.

The Pollard case shows that the test oath is
of little value as a check upon appointments
to office, when the party appointing and the
appointes happen to be intent upon accom-
plishing oertain ends. We koow, however,
that the reqnirement which is easily sur-
mounted at the Custom House and elsewhers,
excludes from posaitions of trust and profit in
the Southern States thonsands whose partici-
pation in the Rebellion was involuntary, and,
in comparison with Pollard’s, harmless.
And the olass thns exoluded is made up of
citizens whose characters and experience
qualify them for useful positions. The time
is oot distant, let us hop#, when the work of
the Republican party shall be so far com-
pleted as to render posgible the correction of
this anomaly.

several conventlous have recently been
Lield to devise ways and means to improve the
vondition of those termed distinotively the
lnboring class, or claszses. Wa think it will ba
generally agreed that the object of thess con-
ventions was good, but that their snccess in
promoting it was limited. As our vountribu-
tion to ths exd in view we prefer the following
gnggestions:

I. One powerfal reason for the existenca of

| the evils complained of is the excessive nam-
| ber of the laboring claks, or those inacenrately

denominated guch. Inother words, there are
fur too many people trying to live by work-
ing for wages. These often glat the<labor
warket, and compel thonsands to stand idle or
wander in fruitless qunest of work, who nead
and ought to have it.

II. This meed not be. Lvery yonth who
He has only to
resolve firmly that he will henceforth earn
and save to the extemt of his ability, and he
may very soon be an employer, at least of
bimselt. Strong drink and dsncing, bad com-
pany and late hounrs, are keeping tens of thou-
sands at journeywork who ought long since
to have risen above it. Every night’s debauch
keeps some one a competitor for journeywork
who ought to be giving employment instead
of ereking it.

IIl. Our young men seem too generally to
insist on working as hirelings when they work
at all, The sons of prosperons farmers avd
artisans, who might follow the calling of their
fathera In manly independence, prefer to
orowd into the cities, there to vompete for
‘sitnations’’ as tide-waiters, policemen, clerks,
jonrneymengpgte. When these talk ofthe op-
pression and robbery of labor by capital, they
compel us to wonder why they choose to be
oppressed and plundered.

V. He who works for the wages proffered
by another confesses that they are more than
he could earn by working for himself. If not,
why don't he work for himself, or stroggle
and save Lo be able to do so at an early day ?
Remember that our country gives land to all
citizens whe will settle npon and improve it.

V. He who works for himself neoessarily
prescribes and regulates his own hours of
jabor, He may limit his day’s work to four,
six, eight, ten, or extend it to twelve, four-
teen, or sixteen hours—he may work many
hours to-day and few to-morrow-—he may
make long days al one season aud short at
auother—and no one else has any right to io-
terfere. Why is it that s0 mauy chieose to go
and come at apother man's whistle /

Vi. Oar remedies for the grlevances of
workingmen &re twe:—1. D¢ yoour own em-
ployers #o far as may be; 2, When your work
is such that one can’t do it, attain the end by
coiperstion. Let a dozen, & hundred, a thoua-
eand, combine to"bnild honses, steam-engines,

| or make stoves or steelyards, nnder an organi

zation that will seoure to each the jnst and
Iair reward of his labor and skill, under such
provisions and regulations as we have re-
peatealy suggested.

VIL If you cannot (but you can) or will
not employ snd pay yourselves, don’t find
fault with those who do.

Rates of Interest.

General Batler's main plea for the adoption

| of his irredeemable paper is the low rate of

juterest at whioh, he alleges, it will cause
money Lo be loaned, Cheap capital weuld be
an jncalonlable blessing to the country, aud
wo ghall bail as & wationsl deliverance any
plan which will even tend towards it. We
need not argue that no carrency would be
‘‘cheap’ which abolishes onr eoin revenue. Bat
supposs this error were ellmivated from the
plan and the remainder oarried out, wonld
it provide a onrrenoy whioh would be losned
al lower rates of interest? (eneral Batler's
idea 1s, that under his currency whenever
money “‘wers wanted'' by merchauts and
others nuder such circamstances as at present
lead them to apply to bauks or individusls,
aud get their own notes or those of their
customers disconnted, *‘the rate of interest
wounld rise,” i, ¢, abovalthe six per cent. in
oo0in payable by the Government on the bond,
aud the bondholder to geoure the higher rate
of lutegest, i, ¢, the exvesa over Lhe six per

I*or thiz, bhe gets only 2 35.100 from the tiov-
ernment, He must charge the remainder, 11
15- 100 in the former caze and 17 65-100 in the
lattar, to the borrowser. As thesa rates of in-
terest violate onr usury laws, the bondholders
would cbharge an ndditional percentage for the
increased risk of loss through them. Beasides,
they would have to charge something for the
time they might be compelled to hold their
eurrency Awaiting opportanities to lend it,
We do not gee, therefore, that Gansral Bat-
ler's system does more than convert every
bondhelder into a national banle, nor that such
# proceeding wonld in any other maouver
reduce our rates of interest than by making
banking free—a chasuge which we think re-
quires far other gecnrities to be thrown around
it than those imposed by General Butler. We
fail to see that, under his system, rates of
interest conld range below about 15 per cent.,
or abont twice what they are now. Although
(feneral Dutler declares that he has tried to
avoid in his bLill the (nestion whether the
bonds are payable in coin, he really legislates
that they shall bs payabls in his new *simili-
tudes.”’ [e provides that all debts das by
the Government shall s payabls in them, ex-
cept where the aot creating them *‘provides’
otherwise. No loan acls expressly *provide’’
otherwise, except in relation to the principal
